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INTRODUCTION 


In the larger cities and metropolitan areas, police forces will usually have 
one or more officers who are designated as “Armorers” or “Weapon 
Maintenance Officers.” As the terms indicate, it’s their job to make minor 
repairs of the department’s guns, or do extensive cleaning that requires total 
takedown and reassembly. An example of the latter might be a case in which 
an officer’s gun was subjected to immersion in water or mud in the course of 
duty. In many departments, even some of those in smaller communities, the 
armorer-designates will have attended one of the annual seminars or brief 
schooling sesions provided by the major arms manufacturers or U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment agencies. 

In much smaller towns, the departments frequently can’t spare a man to act 
as a full-time armorer, though some may be fortunate to have an officer who 
is also an arms hobbyist, and who can do some maintenance. For routine 
repair, thorough cleaning, and other general work, many of the smaller 
departments rely on gunsmiths or gunshops in their areas. While most 
gunsmiths will give police work priority, especially for individual officers, 
some are reluctant to take on quantity jobs for departments. Larger numbers 
of guns given priority will extend the waiting time of regular civilian 
customers, and payment by small cities and towns is often quite slow. 

So, it’s an advantage when individual officers can do simple maintenance of 
their own guns. The original instruction booklets furnished with the guns 
will help, up to a point, but none of these go beyond field-stripping. The 
same can be said of most of the “takedown” books that have been pub¬ 
lished, though some do go a bit further than the factory manuals, on some 
guns. This series of books is designed to help both the amateur and the 
professional, with clear photo-illustrated instructions for complete dis¬ 
assembly and reassembly. 

The first five volumes of this series covered automatic pistols, revolvers, 
rimfire rifles, centerfire rifles, and shotguns, in that order. With the excep¬ 
tion of two or three “duty weapons,” an effort has been made to avoid 



duplication with information in the other books. For certain guns in police 
use which are not included in this book, the instructions can be found in the 
other volumes. For example, the Colt Trooper is in Part II: Revolvers, and 
the Ruger Mini-14 and the U.S. Carbine are covered in Part IV: Centerfire 
Rifles. 

Some of the tools for proper takedown and maintenance are not obtainable 
from ordinary sources, so a tool section is included, with the addresses of 
firms supplying these special items. 

Assuming a certain level of intelligence among my readers, I don’t begin 
each set of instructions with the standard warning about emptying the gun, 
but I will say it once, right here: Before taking any gun apart, be sure all 
cartridges are removed. Don’t rely on the feed and ejection systems—make 
an actual visual inspection. Also, guard your eyes against springs and 
spring-powered parts by wearing safety glasses. 

A good companion to this book is the Gun Digest Book of Exploded 
Firearms Drawings, also available from DBI Books, Inc., showing parts 
relationships of more than 300 guns.

A Note on Reassembly 

Most of the firearms covered in this book can be reas¬ 
sembled by simply reversing the order of disassembly, 
carefully replacing the parts in the same manner they 
were removed. In a few instances, special instructions 
are required, and these are listed with each gun under 
“Reassembly Tips.” In certain cases, reassembly 
photos are also provided. 

If there are no special instructions or photos with a 
particular gun, you may assume that it can just be 
reassembled in reverse order. During disassembly, 
note the relationship of all parts and springs, and lay 
them out on the workbench in the order they were 
removed. By following this procedure you should have 
no difficulty. 
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The tools shown here, and on the following pages, are absolutely the best for takedown and 
reassembly. Except for a few special-purpose and shop-made items, they are available from 
one of these sources:

General Instructions: 


Screwdrivers: Always be sure the blade of the screw¬ 
driver exactly fits the slot in the screw head, both in 
thickness and in width. If you don’t have one that fits, grind 
or file the tip until it does. You may ruin a few screwdrivers, 
but better them than the screws on a fine shotguns. 

Slave pins: There are several references in this book to 
slave pins, and some non-gunsmith readers may not be 
familiar with the term. A slave pin is simply a short length 
of rod stock (in some cases, a section of a nail will do) 
which is used to keep two parts, or a part and a spring, 


together during reassembly. The slave pin must be very 
slightly smaller in diameter than the hole in the part, so it 
will push out easily as the original pin is driven in to retain 
the part. When making a slave pin, its length should be 
slightly less than the width of the part in which it is being 
used, and the ends of the pin should be rounded or 
beveled. 

Sights: Nearly all dovetail-mounted sights are drifted out 
toward the right, using a nylon, aluminum, or brass drift 
punch.

This screwdriver set from Chapman has 14 inter- 
■ changeable bits in various sizes, and comes in a 
padded steel case that is pocket-size. It’s designed 
specifically for gun work, and the quality is excellent. 
The price is $18.75. 


4 For heavier gripping, these Bernard parallel-jaw 
■ pliers from Brownells have smooth-faced jaw- 
pieces of unhardened steel to prevent marring of 
parts. Price is about $8. 


5 For situations where a non-marring rap is needed, 
■ this hammer from Brownells is ideal. It is shown with 
nylon faces on the head, but other faces of plastic 
and brass are also available. All are easily replace¬ 
able. Cost is about $8 with three faces. 





2 When a larger screwdriver is needed, this set from 
■ Brownells covers a wide range of blade sizes and 
also has Phillips- and Allen-type inserts. The tips are 
held in place by a strong magnet, yet are easily 
changed. These tips are very hard. With enough 
force you might manage to break one, but they’ll 
never bend. Price of the complete set is about $21. 




3 You should have at least one good pair of bent 
■ sharp-nosed pliers. These, from Brownells, have a 
box joint and smooth inner faces to help prevent 
marring. Price is about $8. 


6 For drifting out pins, these small all-metal hammers 
■ from B-Square are the best I’ve seen. Two sizes 
(weights) are available and they’re well worth the 
modest cost. About $15 for both.

7 For situations where reach and accessability are 
■ beyond the capabilities of sharp-nosed pliers, a pair 
of large sharp-nosed forceps (tweezers) will be in¬ 
valuable. From Brownells, about $2. 



8 One of the most-used tools in my shop is this nylon- 
■ tipped drift punch, shown with an optional brass tip 
in place on the handle. It has a steel pin inside the 
nylon tip for strength. From Brownells, and abso¬ 
lutely essential. Price is about $2 for the set.

These punches by Mayhew are designed spe¬ 
cifically for roll pins and have a projection at the 
center of the tip to fit the hollow center of a roll pin, 
driving it out without deformation of the ends. 
From Brownells, about $12 for the set. 



9 A good set of drift punches will prevent a lot of 
■ marred pins. These, from Brownells, are made by 
Mayhew. The tapered punches at the right are for 
starting pins, the others for pushing them through. 
Two sizes are available—4 inches (about 98c each) 
or 6 inches (about $1.25). 



Some of the necessary tools are easily made in 
■ the shop. These non-marring drift punches were 
made from three sizes of welder’s brazing rod.

■ fore-end cap nut wrench is also usable on several 
other slide-action shotguns.

Conceived by Gun Digest Associate Editor Bob 
■ Anderson for B-Square, this handy tool is de¬ 
signed for pushing out the trigger group retaining 
cross-pins in the Remington shotguns, and will 
work on several others. A rubber ring at the base 
of the shaft protects the side of the receiver. 
About $15.00. 
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Another of the B-Square stock wrenches, this 
short version is designed especially for the Rem¬ 
ington Model 870, but will work on several other 
guns. About $22.00. 



For re-staking the shell stops on several of the 
Remington shotguns, this heavy tool from 
B-Square makes an awkward job a simple opera¬ 
tion. About $30.00 



This wrench from B-Square is for easy removal of 
■ the deeply recessed fore-end cap nut on the 
Remington Model 870. About $25.00 




SECTION I 



In large law enforcement organizations, departmental regulations 
will usually specify the type and caliber of handgun to be carried 
by the individual officer. When the guns are purchased by the 
department, or by the city, a particular manufacturer will usually 
be chosen to supply them. Up to the present time, the guns were 
sure to be double action revolvers in 38 Special chambering, but 
this is gradually changing. In smaller forces, with the guns often 
owned by each officer, there is sometimes more leeway in the 
choice of sidearms. The handguns covered in this section are those 
in most prevalent use by police agencies today.

Newly introduced at the time this was written, the Charter 
Police Bulldog is nearly a pound lighter than comparable 
police revolvers. The gun is also available in short barrel 
and heavy barrel models. Except for a revised ejector rod 
system, the gun is mechanically similar to all of the other 
Charter revolvers, and the instructions will apply gen¬ 
erally to those as well. 
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Disassembly

1 Remove the crane pivot screw at the lower front of 
■ the frame. 


2 Operate the cylinder latch, and remove the crane 
■ and cylinder assembly toward the left. 





4 Push the ejector rod to move the ejector/ratchet out 
. of the rear of the cylinder, and hold it there. Pull the 
ejector rod forward, and turn it until its internal cross¬ 
pin aligns with the cross-hole in the shaft of the 
ejector/ratchet piece. Use a very small drift punch to 
push out the cross-pin. Caution: Removal of the 
drift punch after the pin is out will release the ejector 
rod toward the front, and the internal retaining 
sleeve toward the rear, so control both. Take care 
not to lose the tiny retaining pin.

Reassembly Tips: 


I When replacing the thumbpiece, take care that the 
■ spring plunger bears on the edge of the thumbpiece 
screw, and is not trapped beneath it. 



2 Use a small screwdriver to keep the plunger aligned 
■ as the screw is turned into place. Be sure the cover 
plate is properly positioned, with its long tab toward 
the rear, and take care that the unthreaded shaft of 
the screw passes through the hole in the plate. 



3 When installing the trigger assembly, note that the 
■ looped end of the spring must bear on the shelf of the 
cylinder hand at the rear. Place the trigger at the rear 
of the frame recess, with the upper arm of the spring 
bearing against the vertical inner surface of the 
frame. Keeping upward pressure on the trigger, 
move it forward, compressing the spring, and insert 
a drift punch to hold it in place while inserting the 
cross-pin. 




4 The trigger can be moved into place more easily if a 
■ non-marring tool, such as a nylon-tipped drift punch, 
is used to push it forward.

The current-production Mark IV Series 70 pistol differs 
only slightly from our standard Model 1911 service pistol 
and the shorter Commander version, and the instructions 
will apply to these as well. This is also true of several other 
commercial guns based on the Model 1911 pattern, such as 
the AMT Hardballer and the Vega.

Disassembly: 


. Remove the magazine and let the hammer down to 
1 . fired position. Depress the checkered button below 
the barrel at the muzzle, and turn the barrel bushing 
toward the right side, while restraining the spring 
plug. Caution: The recoil spring is under tension, 
so keep strong pressure on the checkered end of 
the plug, and ease it out when the bushing clears it. 
On some guns, especially the current production 
types with the barrel-gripping bushing, it may be 
necessary to use a special wrench to turn the 
bushing. 



Remove the plug from the end of the recoil spring. In 
4 , some cases, it may be locked on the spring by an 
internal tab, and a slight turn will be necessary to 
free it. 




3 Cock the hammer, and move the slide back until the 
. small semi-circular cut in its lower edge is aligned 
with the top rear of the slide stop.

Reassembly Tips: 

When installing the combination spring, be sure its left 
upper extension contacts the sear. When the spring is in 
place, slide the mainspring housing partially into the 
frame to hold the spring while installing the safety and grip 
safety. 


When replacing the slide stop, look through the hole in the 
frame and be sure the barrel link is in position, in align¬ 
ment with the hole, before inserting the slide stop. Moving 
the slide slightly will edge the link into place. Don’t try 
aligning the link and the semi-circular clearance cut in the 
lower edge of the slide at the same time. Put the slide stop 
shaft through the link, then swing the stop up and align it 
with the clearance cut.

The Police Positive was introduced in 1905, and the 38 
Special chambering came along in 1907. During its many 
years of production, there were some slight changes in the 
external design, and in more recent times there were a few 
internal changes, mainly in the ejector system and the 
crane retainer. By 1973, when it was finally dropped from 
the Colt line, it had evolved into the gun shown here. For 
many departments, it is still the standard sidearm.

3 Grip the ejector rod knob with leather-padded pliers, 
■ and unscrew the rod, counter-clockwise (front view). 


2 Operate the cylinder latch, open the cylinder, and 
■ position the cylinder so one of the chamber flutes is 
aligned with the frame shoulder at the front. Remove 
the cylinder and crane assembly toward the front. 



Remove the ejector rod toward the front.

6 Using the standard Colt tool from Brownells, un-

■ hooks with the stirrup on the hammer, set the lower 
arm of the spring on the rebound lever, and com¬ 
press the spring as it is swung over into position. 
This can usually be done without tools. 



2 When replacing the sideplate, hold the cylinder latch 
■ thumbpiece with its front edge even with the front 
edge of the sideplate. Be sure the cylinder latch 
plunger is in full forward position as the plate is 
moved into place. 




3 As noted in Disassembly Step #6, a screwdriver can 
■ be used to replace the ejector spring nut. Take care 
not to over-tighten it, as the fine threads are easily 
stripped.

In addition to the “standard” four-inch barrel, the Police 
Service Six is also available with a short 2%-inch barrel 
and a heavy four-inch version. There are actually three 
sub-models of the Police Service Six: The Model 107 in 
357 Magnum, the Model 108 in 38 Special, and the Model 
109 in 9mm Luger. Through all of these, the basic mecha¬ 
nism is the same, and the instructions will apply. 
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Disassembly: 


I Back out the grip screw, and remove the grips from 
■ the frame. A disassembly pin is stored inside the left 
grip. When removing the grip, take care that the pin 
is not lost. 


2 Cock the hammer, and insert the disassembly pin 
■ through the transverse hole in the lower tip of the 
hammer strut. 






3 Let the hammer down slowly. The pin will come to 
■ rest against the compression plate, trapping the 
hammer spring on the strut. Remove the spring sys¬ 
tem toward the side and downward. If necessary, the 
spring unit can be disassembled by gripping the top 
of the strut and pushing the plate against a slightly 
opened vise while the pin is removed. Caution: 
Control the spring. 


4 Push the hammer pivot toward the right until its tab 
■ can be grasped, and remove the hammer pivot 
toward the right. 
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5 Pull the trigger to the rear, and remove the hammer 
■ from the top of the frame. Drifting out the cross-pin at 
the front of the hammer will release the double 
action lever and its plunger and spring for removal 
toward the front. 



6 Through the hammer opening in the top of the frame, 
* the plunger which retains the trigger guard can be 
seen at the rear of the guard. Insert a screwdriver to 
lever the plunger toward the front, allowing the 
guard to move downward at the rear. 




7 Tip the guard assembly down at the rear, move it 
■ toward the rear to clear its front lip, and remove it 
downward. 



8 Pull the trigger slightly toward the rear, and remove 
■ the transfer bar toward the left. 
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9 . 


Push out the trigger pin toward either side. 


10 . 


Remove the trigger assembly upward. 







Restrain the cylinder hand plunger and spring, 
and remove the cylinder hand toward the right. 
Take out the plunger and spring toward the rear. 



12 . 


Removal of the pivot bushing will release the 
trigger spring. This should be done only if neces¬ 
sary for repair, and a roll pin punch should be 
used, to avoid damage to the bushing. The guard 
retaining plunger and spring are retained by a 
small roll pin. If these parts are to be removed, 
control the strong spring. 
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14 . 


The cylinder stop plunger and spring can be re¬ 
moved from the rear of the crane pivot if neces¬ 
sary. They are held in place by a larger loop at the 
end of the spring, and can be pulled out to the 
rear. If the plunger detaches from the spring, the 
spring can be extracted by using a bent paper 
clip. 




15 . 


Grip the ejector rod knob with leather-padded 
smooth-jawed pliers, and unscrew the rod clock¬ 


wise (front view). Note that this is a reverse 
thread. If the rod is very tight, grip the end of the 
rod in a leather-padded vise, insert two empty 
cartridge cases in opposed chambers, and turn 
the cylinder to free it. 
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8 . 


Remove the crane toward the front. Note that the 
small ball-bearing in the side of the arbor is 
staked in place, and removal is not advisable. 


19 . 


The small washer which compresses the ejector 
spring may stay inside the cylinder arbor when 
the crane is removed. Tap the arbor on the work¬ 
bench to shake it out, and take care that it isn’t 
lost. 
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20 . 


Remove the ejector spring from the front of the 
cylinder. 



Remove the ejector/ratchet unit from the rear of 
the cylinder. 
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24 . 


Use a small screwdriver to remove the vertical 
screw that retains the cylinder latch. 




26 . 


Remove the cylinder latch toward the left, and 
take out the plunger and spring mounted in the 
latch piece. 


Insert a tool at the rear to push the inner projec- 
■ tion of the cylinder latch rearward, then move it 
downward and toward the left. 





27 . 


A small roll cross-pin in the ejector shroud retains 
the front latch plunger and its spring. When the 
pin is out, these parts are removed toward the 
rear. The front sight is also retained by a roll 
cross-pin. 
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The firing pin housing, firing pin, and return spring 
■ are retained in the frame by a cross-pin. The ends 
of this pin are contoured to match the curve of the 
frame, and removal will inevitably cause some 
deformation of the ends of the pin. Unless re¬ 
moval is necessary for repair, this system should 
not be disturbed. If it must be taken out, drift out 
the cross-pin and take out the firing pin assembly 
toward the front. 



Reassembly Tips: 


I When replacing the trigger guard assembly in the 
■ frame, insert a tool at the rear to bear against the 
cylinder hand, keeping it pushed toward the right as 
the guard is snapped into place. If this is not done, 
the rear lobe of the hand may bind on the edge of its 
channel. 



When replacing the cylinder latch in the frame, be sure the 
nose of the latch is visible in its hole at the center of the 
breech face before installing the screw. 

When replacing the ejector rod, remember that it must be 
turned into place counter-clockwise (front view). 

When replacing the cylinder lock pin in the ejector shaft, 
note that its collared end goes toward the front. 

Before replacing the crane in the cylinder, be sure the 
ejector spring washer is inserted into the arbor. 

When replacing the hammer spring unit, note that the 
longer tab of the base plate goes toward the front of the 
grip frame.

Although many police still carry the venerable Model 10 in 
38 Special or the larger N-frame guns in 357 Magnum, 
many officers of my acquaintance have gone to the lighter 
Model 19, which first appeared on the scene around 1956. 
With its K-frame size and 357 Magnum chambering, the 
Model 19 is an ideal police revolver. Its stainless steel 
counterpart is the Model 66, which is otherwise identical. 
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Disassembly: 


1 Remove the front sideplate screw, located on the 
■ right side, just forward of the trigger. 


2 Operate the cylinder latch, open the cylinder, and 
. remove the crane and cylinder assembly toward the 
front. 





3 Remove the crane from the front of the cylinder. Grip 
■ the head of the ejector rod with leather-padded 
smooth-jawed pliers, and unscrew the rod clock¬ 
wise (front view). Note that this is a reverse thread. If 
the rod is very tight, clamp the head of the rod in a 
padded vise, insert empty cartridge cases in two 
opposed chambers, and turn the cylinder to free the 
rod. 
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7 Remove the ejector/ratchet unit from the rear of the 
■ cylinder. 


8 Remove the grips, and take out the two remaining 
■ sideplate screws on the right side. Hold the gun with 
the right side toward the palm of the hand, as shown, 
and tap the grip frame with a nylon hammer until the 
plate falls into the hand. The hammer block will likely 
come off with the sideplate, and it is easily lifted out 
of its recess in the sideplate. 
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11 


Hold the cylinder latch to the rear and pull the 
trigger to tip the hammer back. While holding the 
trigger to the rear, remove the hammer toward the 
right. Drifting out the small cross-pin at the front of 
the hammer will release the double action lever 
and its spring for removal. The small cross-pin at 
the lower rear of the hammer retains the stirrup. 
The firing pin is retained by a cross-pin which is 
riveted into coned areas on each side of the 
hammer, and should not be removed except for 
repair. 




12 . 


Insert a small screwdriver at the rear of the re¬ 
bound slide and lift the rear of the slide off its 
base-post in the frame. The spring will be trapped 
on the shaft of the screwdriver. Remove the re¬ 
bound slide and its spring. 
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Tip the cylinder hand to the rear to clear its slot in 
■ the frame, and remove the trigger toward the 
right. 




Remove the cylinder hand from the right side of 
■ the trigger.

Drifting out the small cross-pin at the upper rear of 
the trigger will release the cylinder hand spring for 
removal. The lower pin retains the trigger strut. 
The front pin is a bearing for the hand spring, and 
need not be removed, as it retains no part.

Depress the cylinder stop below its slot in the 
frame, and use a small screwdriver to nudge it out 
toward the right. When the spring mounted at its 
lower front nears the edge of the recess, control 
the spring, and ease it out.

The trigger stop is retained by a small screw 
■ which also governs its adjustment. In normal 


takedown this should not be disturbed. If it is 
removed, it will require adjustment when re¬ 
installed. 



Remove the screw-slotted cap nut that retains the 
■ cylinder latch thumb-piece, and take off the 
thumb-piece toward the left. 





19 . 


Move the cylinder latch toward the rear to clear its 
front post from its hole in the frame, tip the front 


outward, and remove the latch toward the right. 
Restrain the small plunger and spring at the rear 
during removal to prevent their escape. 



Drifting out the small cross-pin at the front of the 
■ ejector shroud will release the front latch plunger 
and its spring for removal toward the rear. 
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Reassembly Tips: 



The rear sight is retained by a small screw near its 
forward end, on top of the frame. Remove the 
screw, then slide the sight toward the rear and 
take it off. Disassembly of the sight is not recom¬ 
mended. 




2 The internal parts are shown in their proper position 
■ before replacement of the sideplate. 


I When replacing the cylinder hand on the trigger, 
■ insert a small tool at the rear of the trigger to lift the 
rear arm of the cylinder hand spring, and be sure that 
it is engaged with the top of the smaller internal pin 
on the hand. 




3 When replacing the sideplate, be sure the hammer 
■ block is in its uppermost position, as shown in the 
previous step. Align the upper edge of the sideplate 
so the track on the inside of the plate encloses the 
top of the hammer block, then insert the upper lip of 
the plate and move the lower portion into place. 


When replacing the ejector rod, remember that it must be 
turned into place counter-clockwise (front view). Screw it 
in snugly, but avoid over-tightening.

Except for the fully adjustable rear sight in its protective 
mount, the new Models 459 and 439 pistols look very 
much like the Models 59 and 39 which they replaced. 
Inside, though, there were extensive mechanical changes 
which make the takedown and reassembly very different in 
some areas. One of the most notable additions is an auto¬ 
matic firing pin block safety system. 
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Disassembly 
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1 Remove the magazine and cock the hammer. Move 
■ the slide toward the rear until the slide latch notch in 
its lower edge is aligned with the pivot of the slide 
latch, and hold it there. 


2 Use a non-marring tool to push the right tip of the 
■ slide latch cross-piece toward the left. 





3 Remove the slide latch toward the left. Move the 
■ slide back to its normal position, and use the safety 
to drop the hammer to the fired position. Return the 
safety to off-safe, and move the slide assembly for¬ 
ward off the frame. 


4 Grip the recoil spring and guide firmly to control the 
■ spring tension, and lift the spring assembly away 
from the barrel, removing it toward the rear. The 
slide latch plunger and spring, mounted inside the 
rear of the recoil spring guide, are staked in and 
should not be disturbed. 
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5 Turn the muzzle bushing counter-clockwise (front 
■ view) until it stops, then remove it toward the front. 


6 Move the barrel slightly forward, then tip it down- 
■ ward at the rear and remove it from the bottom of the 
slide. 





7 Depress the firing pin safety block, on the underside 
■ of the slide at the right, and use a slim tool to push 
the firing pin forward until it stops. Release the 
safety block, and the firing pin will be held forward.

1 O ■ from the top of the slide. ID- tractor and its plunger, and turn the blade slightly, 

forcing the plunger toward the rear, and lever the 
extractor out of its recess. Keep the plunger 
under control, and ease the spring and plunger 
out toward the front. 
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With the hammer in the fired position, drift out the 
cross-pin at the lower rear of the grip frame. 


18 . 


Push the lower end of the backstrap insert back 
until it clears its frame shelf, and it will be forced 
downward by the pressure of the hammer spring. 
Remove the insert downward and toward the 
rear. 




19 . 


Remove the hammer spring plunger and the 
spring from the hammer strut. 



20 . 


Remove the grips. Push the hammer pivot about 
one-third of its length toward the right. Remove 
the ejector upward, and take out the ejector 
spring from its well in the frame. 
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u Remove the hammer pivot toward the right, and 
£\ u take out the hammer upward. A roll cross-pin 
joins the strut to the hammer, and this can be 
removed to separate them, if necessary. 



Move the sear trip lever slightly toward the left, 
■ then remove it upward. 




23 . 


Move the firing pin block lever slightly to the left, 
then rearward, and take it out upward. Remove 
the spring that powers these two parts from its 
well in the frame. 



24 . 


Drift out the small cross-pin that retains the sear 
spring, inside the backstrap. This must be drifted 
out toward the right. Remove the spring toward 
the rear. 
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25 . 


Push out the sear cross-pin toward either side, 
and remove the sear downward. 


26 . 


Turn the disconnector very slightly toward the 
right, to clear the trigger bar, and remove the 
disconnector downward. 




Insert a small screwdriver to restrain the trigger 
■ spring plunger, and push the trigger pivot pin out 
toward either side.

Allow the trigger to move downward, slowly re¬ 
lease the tension of the trigger spring and 
plunger, and remove the trigger bar toward the 
rear. The trigger play spring, riveted in place on 
top of the trigger bar, should not be disturbed.

Remove the trigger plunger and spring toward 
the rear. Move the trigger to the rear of the guard, 
tilt it forward, and take it out upward. The trigger 
pivot retaining plunger and spring are mounted 
inside the trigger, and are retained by a small 
cross-pin.

Depress the magazine release retainer, and un¬ 
screw the release button from the magazine 
catch cross-piece (counter-clockwise, left side 
view). There is a tool slot in the button, but in most 
cases the button can be unscrewed with the fin¬ 
gers. The button, retainer, and spring are taken 
off toward the left, and the catch piece toward the 
right. 



Reassembly Tips: 

When replacing the sear cross-pin, note that the reduced 
tip must go on the right, to mate with the hole in the 
hammer pivot plate. 

When moving the rear sight mount into place, alternately 
depress the two springs to avoid deformation. 

I When replacing the slide assembly on the frame, the 
■ ejector and the two small levers on the right must be 
depressed to go under the slide. 













SECTION II 




Many officers, especially those on duty in high-crime areas, have 
in recent years elected to carry a second gun, often known as a 
‘ ‘back-up’ ’ piece. This smaller gun is often an automatic pistol, as 
this type is more easily concealed. If the regular duty sidearm is 
lost or temporarily empty during a serious situation, the back-up 
gun can save an officer’s life. These guns also double as off-duty 
pieces, in departments having requirements that officers be armed 
at all times. The calibers chosen run the full scale, from 45 Auto 
to 22 Long Rifle.

The “Back-Up” is made entirely of stainless steel, and, as 
its name implies, it is intended as a ‘ ‘back-up’ ’ gun for the 
law officer, for use if his regular sidearm is disabled, 
empty or lost during a serious social encounter. The little 
Back-Up is also popular as a self-defense pistol for the 
private citizen. The excellent and mechanically simple 
design is the work of John Raymond Wilkinson. 
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Disassembly 
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I With the magazine removed and the hammer in the 
■ fired position, use a non-marring drift to drive out the 
breechblock cross-pin toward either side. 




2 With a non-marring tool such as a nylon-tipped 
■ punch or a wooden dowel, nudge the breechblock 
upward, working through the magazine well. 




4 Allow the slide to move forward until it clears the 
■ short slide rails at the rear of the frame, and lift the 
slide upward at the rear to clear the barrel. Move the 
slide assembly forward off the barrel and frame. 
Remove the recoil spring and its guide from the 
frame. 
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5 Drifting out the small cross-pin in the breechblock 
■ will free the extractor and its coil spring for removal 
upward. Caution: Removal of the extractor will 
also release the firing pin and its spring, so control 
the firing pin as the extractor is removed. The cir¬ 
cular spring which retains the breechblock cross-pin 
is staked in place on the left side, and no attempt 
should be made to remove it. 



6 Use an Allen wrench of the proper size to back out 
■ the grip screws. Lift the grip panels at the rear for 
removal. 




7 With a small tool, detach the trigger bar spring from 
■ its groove in the rear lower edge of the trigger bar, 
and move it inward, behind the bar. Restrain the 
trigger, and remove the trigger bar toward the left. 



8 Removal of the trigger bar will release the trigger 
■ and its spring to move forward, and it can then be 
removed toward either side. Take care that the small 
trigger spring is not lost.

I When replacing the hammer and hammer spring 
■ assembly, be sure the spring and strut are attached 
to the hammer with the double curve of the strut in 
the orientation shown. When the hammer is in posi¬ 
tion, start the hammer pin through, then insert the 
ejector before pushing the hammer pin into place. 
As the hammer is inserted, be sure the lower tip of 
the spring strut enters the hole in the top of the 
magazine catch. 



The inner tips of the grip safety spring are locked 
into holes on each side within the backstrap. 
Squeeze the inner arms of the spring together to 
clear the tips from the holes, and remove the 
spring toward the rear. 
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a After the trigger bar/disconnector is back in place, 
^ . insert a small tool to re-engage the trigger bar spring 
with its groove in the rear lower edge of the bar. 



3 Note that the breechblock pin has a groove near one 
■ end. This groove must go on the left side of the gun, 
to engage the spring clip in the breechblock.

Made for Browning by Beretta of Italy, the BDA 380 is 
essentially a restyled version of the Beretta Model 84, but 
the changes are extensive enough to give it mechanical 
features that are entirely different. This is particularly true 
of the safety and firing pin system, as the BDA has a 
slide-mounted safety with ambidextrous levers. A 
hammer-drop system is included in this system, and this 
also changes the frame components. 
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Disassembly: 


1 Remove the magazine, and depress and hold the

■ cocked, move the slide back until the semi-circular 
cut in its left lower edge is aligned with the rear tip of 
the slide latch. Push the tip of the slide latch cross¬ 
piece toward the left to start the latch out of the 
frame. 






3 Lift the rear of the recoil spring assembly away from 
■ the barrel, and remove the assembly toward the 
rear. 


4 If necessary, the recoil spring assembly can be 
■ taken apart. There is an Allen screw at the front of 
the forward sleeve, and removal of this will release 
the components to be taken off the guide toward the 
front. Caution: The three recoil springs are under 
tension. Unless it is necessary for repair, the recoil 
spring unit should not be taken apart.

Very early examples of this neat little back-up piece have a 
small separate cover plate behind the top of the right grip, 
but except for this the mechanism is the same. This gun 
was designed by John Raymond Wilkinson, who also gave 
us the AMT Back-Up and the Terry carbine. Its tiny 
dimensions and large magazine capacity make it ideal as a 
second gun. 
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Disassembly: 


I With the magazine removed and the striker in fired 
■ position, push the slide rearward until the rear of the 
barrel is aligned with the exit cut for the barrel under¬ 
lugs, visible in the lower edge of the ejection port. 
Turn the barrel clockwise (front view) until it stops, 
bringing the lugs up into the port. 




2 Move the slide and barrel assembly forward off the 
■ frame, and remove the recoil spring and its guide 
from the frame. 
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5 Move the barrel slightly forward to clear the extrac- 
■ tor, then tip it downward at the rear and remove it 
from the bottom of the slide. 


4 Rotate the barrel back to its original position and 
■ move it to the rear, against the breech face. The 
muzzle bushing can probably be turned with a fin- 
gernail, but if it’s tight, an opened pair of sharp¬ 
nosed pliers can be used to start it. Unscrew the 
bushing, counter-clockwise (front view), and re¬ 
move it. 



6 Removal of the extractor system is not easy, and 
■ requires one special tool. This can be made from a 
piece of steel spring-wire, the tip bent into a right- 
angle and sharpened. Diameter of the wire should 
be about .035" to .040". The tool is inserted in the 
middle opening of the extractor recess, and the 
sharp tip turned in between the two parts of the 
extractor. Be sure the tip of the tool is under only the 
outer extractor piece.

One of the smallest pistols made for the 9mm Luger round, 
the P7 was originally called the “PSP,” but received its 
numerical designation in the West German police trials. 
Notable for its gas-locked breech and squeeze-cocking 
operation, it is a fine choice for a back-up piece. Flat and 
concealable, it is never cocked until the squeeze-lever is 
fully depressed, and is instantly un-cocked when the lever 
is released. 
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Disassembly: 


1 Remove the magazine, and depress the takedown 
■ button. Move the slide about one-half inch toward 
the rear, and lift the rear of the slide upward. 



2 Remove the slide assembly toward the front. Re- 
■ move the recoil spring from the barrel. 




3 Removal of the firing pin assembly is easily done 
■ with the slide in place, before field-stripping, as the 
squeeze-cocking lever can be used to move the 
firing pin (striker). With the slide removed, it is 
necessary to insert a tool to engage the firing pin lug, 
moving the pin back until its head is even with the 
rear of the slide. Holding it in this position, use the 
tool supplied with the gun to engage the slots in the 
retainer. 



4 Depress the firing pin retainer and turn it 90 degrees

The P-225 is essentially a shortened version of the Model

several guns developed for West German Police use, the 
P-225 is also known as the P6.

The TPH does not have the 
same internal mechanism as the larger Walther pistols, and 
the takedown differs accordingly. 
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Disassembly: 


I With the magazine removed and the hammer

I When replacing the hammer spring and its plunger, 
■ be sure the top of the spring encloses the lower shaft 
of the hammer strut. This engagement is visible 
through a hole on the right side of the frame. Insert a 
tapered drift punch (starting punch) into the hole in 
the plunger, and use it to push the plunger into the 
frame until it can be detained with a screwdriver 
blade while the magazine catch is installed. There is 
a slanted cut on one side of the plunger, and this 
must go toward the front. 



2 When replacing the trigger guard assembly, insert a 
■ drift punch to hold it in place while installing the 
cross-pin. 







3 When replacing the extractor, note that the extractor 
■ plunger is shelved at the front, and be sure it is 
installed so it engages the extractor as shown. 



4 When replacing the firing pin, note that its forward 
■ end has a narrowed, wedge-shape on one side, and 
this must be oriented downward. 
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5 When replacing the safety, insert a small screw- 
■ driver on the right side to compress the plunger 
toward the front as the safety is pushed into place. 







SECTION III 



Essentially, today’s police shotgun, or “riot gun,” is simply a 
shortened version of a sporting shotgun, with or without an ex¬ 
tended larger capacity magazine. In recent times, some additional 
accessories have become available, such as pistol-grip, folding 
buttstocks and shot diverter attachments. Departmental rules vary 
widely on the issuance of shotguns. While some reserve the 
shotgun for use only in riots or other special situations, others 
consider the shotgun a standard piece of equipment in the patrol 
car.

The new Benelli semi-auto shotgun has an unusual 
action, using neither gas nor long recoil. Instead, it has 
a prop-type locking bar that is released by a rebounding 
bolt head—a unique system. Importation and sales in the 
U.S. are being handled by Heckler & Koch, Inc. There are 
also sporting versions of this gun, and the instructions 
generally apply to these as well. 
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Disassembly: 


1 Loosen the cross-screw in the magazine tube 
■ hanger loop at the muzzle, and slide the hanger off 
toward the front. Cycle the action to cock the internal 
hammer, and set the safety in the on-safe position. 
Unscrew the knurled retaining nut at the front of the 
fore-end, and remove the nut and the sling loop 
toward the front. The nut unscrews counter-clock¬ 
wise (front view). 


2 Remove the barrel, upper receiver, and fore-end 
■ toward the front. If the gun is new and tight, it may be 
necessary to pull the bolt half-way back and release 
it several times, to start the assembly forward. 





3 Tip the rear of the fore-end wood away from the 
■ barrel, and remove the fore-end downward and 
toward the rear. Remove the spacer ring and spring 
ring from the recess at the front of the fore-end. The 
rings will be released as the wood is taken off, so 
take care that they aren’t lost. 



4 Move the bolt all the way to the rear of the receiver, 
■ and pull out the firing pin retainer toward the right. A 
fingernail notch is provided in the head of the T- 
shaped retainer, and no tools are needed. Remove 
the firing pin and its return spring toward the rear. 
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5 Remove the cocking handle toward the right, and 
■ remove the bolt assembly toward the rear. The ejec¬ 
tor, which is also the bolt guide, is welded in place 
inside the receiver, and is not removable. 



6 Remove the locking bar from the underside of the 
■ bolt carrier, outward and toward the rear. 




7 Remove the bolt head from the front of the bolt 
■ carrier. Remove the heavy bolt head spring toward 
the front. 



8 The extractor and its coil spring are retained on the 
■ right side of the bolt head by a vertical roll pin. 
Restrain the extractor, and drift out the pin in either 
direction. Remove the extractor and spring toward 
the right. 
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The recoil spring connector strut is retained at the 
■ lower rear of the bolt carrier by a cross-pin that is 
riveted on both sides. Unless removal is necessary 
for repair, this pin should be left in place. 



10 . 


Drift out the roll pin at the lower rear of the lower 
receiver, directly above the safety. Push the car¬ 
rier latch, and tip the carrier up to its raised posi¬ 
tion. Use a nylon-tipped drift punch to nudge the 
trigger group downward at the rear. Be sure the 
carrier stays elevated, or it will be damaged. 




When the trigger group is free, remove it down- 
■ ward and toward the rear. 



12 . 


Grip the front of the carrier spring guide firmly, 
and move it toward the rear to detach it from its 
cross-pin in the carrier dog. Slowly release the 
spring tension, and remove the guide, spring, and 
spring base from the trigger group. 
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13 . 


The carrier pivot is retained on both sides of the 
group by C-clips, but only one has to be taken off. 
Remove the C-clip from either side, restraining it 
as it is pried from its groove to prevent loss. Re¬ 
move the carrier pivot from the trigger group.

. Remove the carrier upward. 




15 . 


The carrier dog pivot is easily removed, and the 
dog is then detached from the carrier. The pivot is 
held in place by the side of the group unit when 
the carrier is in place, and is freed as the carrier is 
taken off, so take care that it isn’t lost. 
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Pull out the hammer pivot toward the right, and 
remove the hammer upward. 



18 . 


Restrain the trigger, and drift out the trigger pin 
toward the right. 




Remove the trigger assembly upward. The trig¬ 
ger spring is easily detached from the front of the 
trigger. The secondary sear, or disconnector, and 
its plunger and spring can be removed from the 
trigger by pushing out its cross-pin. Caution: 
Control the plunger and spring as the pin is taken 
out 



Hold a fingertip over the hole on top of the group 
■ at the rear to arrest the safety spring, and drift the 
small cross-pin at upper rear toward the right until 
the hole is cleared. Remove the safety spring and 
plunger upward, and push out the safety button 
toward either side. If the plunger fails to come out 
with the spring, tap the trigger group on the work¬ 
bench to free it. The other small cross-pin at the 
rear of the group is a limit pin for the trigger. It 
retains no part, and need not be removed in nor¬ 
mal takedown. 
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The carrier latch and its spring are retained inside 
the right wall of the lower receiver by a vertical pin 
which is pushed out upward.

Reassembly Tips 
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I When replacing the safety button in the trigger 
■ group, remember that the end with the red band 
goes on the left side. 



2 When replacing the carrier spring base in its recess 
■ on the left side of the trigger group, note that the hole 
in the base is off-center. The end nearest to the hole 
must go toward the outside—that is, to the left. Also, 
• the flat face of the base goes to the front. 



The bolt head must be pushed to its rear position in the 
carrier before the cocking handle can be re-inserted. 

When replacing the two rings in the front of the fore-end, 
the plain ring goes in first, and the spring ring at the front. 

When moving the barrel and receiver assembly toward 
the rear, be sure the rear tip of the recoil spring strut on the 
bolt carrier engages the cup of the spring follower.

SECTION IV 



Pistol-caliber, semi-auto carbines often make a lot of sense in law 
enforcement applications. They are less expensive than sub¬ 
machine guns, and their use does not require the special training 
that should be given for full-auto pieces. Also, they look like 
submachine guns, and this psychological factor can be helpful in 
many situations. If the department is following the trend toward 
automatic pistols as duty sidearms, there is the added advantage of 
standardizing ammunition. Another plus is that they can be ob¬ 
tained and used without the extensive B.A.T.F. paperwork that 
the full-autos require.

As with all semi¬ 
auto carbines of this type, the firing mechanism has been 
designed to prevent any tampering in the direction of 
full-auto fire. The 9mm version, designated “Mark 9,” is 
otherwise identical. 
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Disassembly: 



I With the magazine removed, pull the trigger to drop 
■ the striker to fired position. Remove the two Phillips 
screws in the forward underside of the buttstock, 
and detach the stock from the receiver. 


2 Removal of the stock will expose a large slotted

Just before the introduction of the re-designed Model 1928

and “deluxe” versions. These guns are quite different in 
some mechanical aspects from the original guns, as the 
instructions will indicate. The “standard” version is the 
one shown. 
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Disassembly: 


. with the magazine removed and the bolt forward,

The original selective-fire version of the Uzi was designed 
by Major Uziel Gal around 1950, with the main elements 
of design borrowed from the Czech ZK-476 submachine 
gun. In 1980, Major Gal and IMI engineers designed a 
semi-auto carbine version of the Uzi, with dimensions that 
allow it to be sold in the U.S. This gun fires with the bolt 
closed, and has a separate firing pin. 
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Disassembly: 


m with the magazine removed and the striker in the 
I . fired position, depress the barrel retaining nut catch, 
and unscrew the nut until it can be moved forward on 
the barrel. Remove the barrel toward the front. 



2 Exert downward pressure on the receiver cover, and 
■ depress the receiver cover latch, located just below 
the front of the rear sight. Allow the receiver cover to 
move upward at the rear. Lift the rear of the cover, 
and remove it upward and toward the rear. 




3 The cocking knob return spring is easily detached 
■ from its hook on the cocking plate. For complete 
removal, the front loop of the spring must be flexed 
and rotated out of its attachment hole. The knob and 
track cover plate are attached to the cocking plate by 
a large vertical screw, and the inside tip of this screw 
is semi-riveted. Removal should be done only for 
repair. 



4 Be certain that the striker is in the fired position.

The in¬ 
structions given here apply only to the genuine Terry 
Carbine, as made by Wilkinson. 
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Disassembly: 


1 Remove the magazine, and cycle the action to cock 
■ the hammer. Unscrew the knurled barrel retaining 
nut at the front of the receiver (counter-clockwise, 
front view), and remove the barrel assembly toward 
the front. If necessary, the flash hider can also be 
unscrewed from the muzzle, allowing removal of the 
barrel nut forward. If this is done, take care not to 
lose the twin half-rings at the rear of the flash hider. 



2 With an Allen wrench, or an Allen bit in the Magna- 
■ Tip screwdriver, remove the vertical Allen screws at 
the front and rear of the grip frame. If the fore-end 
piece is also to be taken off, it is retained by two Allen 
screws of the same size. Remove the grip frame 
downward. 




3 Remove the Allen screw in the backstrap of the grip 
■ frame, and remove the backstrap toward the rear.

SECTION V 



While the true rifle in police work is mainly in the province of the 
Special Weapons And Tactics people, several of the light military- 
style pieces are seeing a lot of use as patrol car guns, in the same 
role as the shotguns and pistol-caliber carbines. These guns are 
usually chambered for the 5.56mm military round, but a few of 
them are available in 7.62mm NATO ( 308 Winchester) chamber¬ 
ing. Here, again, the appearance of the guns, and their similarity 
to the full-auto military versions, can be a valuable deterrent.

SECTION VI 



The guns with full-auto capability are invariably reserved for 
special situations or special teams. The U.S. Secret Service, for 
example is partial to the Israeli Uzi. Many police departments, 
even the smaller ones, have a venerable Thompson or an ex¬ 
military Reising in the arms locker, for use only in extraordinary 
emergencies. These guns are usually available to a very limited 
number of personnel, as proper firing techniques require special 
training. The police shotgun is better for crowd control, but only if 
it has to be fired. The very presence of a submachine gun will often 
quiet the most unruly mob, without the necessity of firing a single 
shot.

After the war, many of these 
guns were released to local law enforcement agencies in 
the United States.
